Family DliJAW NUJADAE. 

Arcliidrepaua gen. nov. 

Foreioinfjs: costa evenly curved; apex bluntly jn'oduced; liindmargin sinuous, 
gibbous in middle, incurved above and bidow. 

Hiuihvinfjs: well rounded, the hindinargin .slightly bulged betwetm veins \\ 
and 5. 

Antennae shorty uni])ectinate; the ]ieetiuations long, even in the ? ; palpi quite 
short, not. reaching front of face; tongue and frenulum absent; pectus woolly; 
abdomen stout . 

Xeuration: forewings, cell quite half as long as wing; discoeellular inangidatt*<l 
in middle, again angulated outwards just above end of cell; first median nervule 
at two-thirds, second shortly before end; vein 5 IVom the outward angulation of 
discoeellular; d and 7 from iqiper angle of cell; 8, 9, 10 stalked, 8 anastomosing 
with 7 shortly before end, forming an excessively long narrow areole ; 11 free: hind- 
wings, 7 from long before angle of cell, a])proximated to 8 ; the rest as in forewings, 
but 5 close above 4. 

Type: A. saturniaia sp. uov.

Foreu'lngs: tawny yellow, with r<*d-l)rown striations; costal area pale-grey; 
marginal area washed with grey; tirst line brown, somewhat indistinct, from behov 
costa at one-third to inner margin at one-fourth; outer line from lliree-fourths of 
costa, obli(pie outw'ards, angled below vein 7, then obli(piely curved to two-thirds of 
inner margin, thick, velvety brown; median an'a between the lines sntfu>ed wdth 
taw’iiy, exce)»t a small yellow .space before outer lint* between veins 4 ami G; tin* 
veins browm ; the grey marginal area with a yellow jjatch in tin* middle of hind- 
margin; on the discoeellular is a large, ])ale yellow', semi-liyaline ]iatch. shaped 
somewhat like a clover-leaf, follow’od by a small round s])ot; unilern<*ath it art* t\vt» 
round s]»ots of the same colour, abov<* and below vt‘in 2 ; fringe tawny. 

llhtihvings: witli the tw'o brown lines produced across the wings, the outer one 
central; the median space narrower; a s<]uarish dark brown spot at end of cell, 
followed by a pale yellow blotch; basal area pale yellow'; marginal half yelhov, 
freckled with brown, towards apex sufi’ust*d with fuscous grey; a brown siibmarginal 
spot betwet*!! veins 2 and 3. 

Uiitlerside jxder and duller, with the markings of ii|)]»erside inilicated ; hindwing 
with an adtlitional obscure curved subinarginal line. Thorax and abilomen yellowish 
varied with brown; head and shoulders pale grey; antennae whitish; palpi »lark 
brown. 

Ex])anse of wings : 52 mm. 

One ? from Great Comoro Island. 
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Gonoreta g<‘n. nov. 

Foreunnijs: costa strongly aivliod; apex i)ronuiieiit ; hindmargin angled at 
vein 4, concave above, siinious below. 

Ilrndu'hvjs: ample; hindmargin well curved; inner margin concave in basal 
half, the anal angle rounded and sliglitly lobed. 

Antennae (J) with long slender clavate pectinations; pal[)i (damaged) short; 
tongue and frenulum absent ; liiudtibiae without spur.s. 

Nenmiion : forewings. cell (juite lialf as long as wing; discocellular strongly 
inansfulated; first median nerviile at one-balf, second at three-fourths, third close 
before angle of cell; lower radial from the angle; upper from ui)per angle of cell; 
7, 8 coincident from the angle; 9, 10 long stalked, 9 osculating with 7, 8 sboitly 
before apex; 11 free: hindwings, 7 from long before angle of cell, approximating 
only to 8; cliscocellnlar bluntly inangulate; third median and radial together from 
lower end of cell; iirst. median at two-thirds, second at live-sixths. 

Tyj>e: Gonoreta ansaiufei sp. nov. 

Su])erticially resembling Streiis'Kjonia Wavr.. but differing in neuration, vein 7 
of forewings being absent. 


2. Gonoreta ausorgei sp. nov. 

Fwewinr/s: ochreous, tinged with reddish fawn-colour, and coarsely dusted with 
brown-black scales; these tend to form sliort transverse striae between the veins: no 
distinct markings, but a submarginal ferruginous shade parallel to hindmargin and 
like it angled at vein 4; eell-sjiot brown ; fringe fawn-(‘olour. 

Ifhidivinf/s: similar; the marginal area, as in forewings, deeper tinted. 

Underside witli much fewer striae, the rufous tint more predominant ; forewings 
with an indistinctly marked oblique la*ownish line beyond middle reaching neither 
costal nor inner margin. Head, thorax, and abdomen cijiicolorous; pal[)i and forelegs 
bright red. 

Expanse of wings: 30 imn. 

One 6 from Agberi, Niger, .hily 19ni (Hr. Ansorge). 

The single example is damaged about the head jiarts; in all probability the face, 
as well as palpi, was bright red. as iu the sp(*cies c»f the allied genus Oreta. 

3. Phalacrotliyris smithi sp. nov. 

Forewin(/s: fawn-culonr, speekled with darker, and with some whitish scales 
towards tin* apex; tlie livalim* spot at lower end of cell is followed by three others 
beyond the cell, above the origin of veins 3, 4, 5 resj^eelively ; the spot below the cell 
is very much larger than in P. viridi/nsd \Varr.; obli(piely above the .spots towards 
eosta is an elongated blotch of red-brown scales, which in certain lights a]»pear dark 
lustrous green; fringe dark(‘r. 

Uindwtnfjs: with a minnte blaek dot at each end of discocellular. 

rnd(‘rsid(‘ paler, pearly grey, with dark speckling and (he veiiis reddish. 
4'horax and abdomen like wings; shoulders and patagia very pah* pinkish ochreous; 
face fawn-colour, darker alx)vc. 

Kx]janse of wings : 52 inin. 

One ? from Vakusu, Upper Congo (K. Smith). 
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l^ilike tiie typf* sjjecies (he hind margin of forewings is no( angled at vein 5, 
hut produced into a large curved prominence lietween veins 2 and .n above whicli 
it is deeply exciseil, leaving (he apex strongly falcate; the angle at \ein G of the 
hiiuhvings is inucli blunter. 

Kamii.y TIIYIUDIDAE, 

4. Banisia pusillata sj). nov. 

Foi'ewiwfs: pale oclireous, striated and parti.ally reticulateil with rufoiis- 
ochraceous, the basal half slightly sutTused with rufous; no distinct lines; basal line 
of fringe .slightly darker, especially l)eyond cell ; frlngi^ pale oclireous. 

Jllmhniifjs: similar. 

Ibiderside with all (he striae plainer and mixed in places with fuscous scales. 
Head, thorax, and abdomen concolorous. 

Exjianse of wings : 17 mm. 

One ? from Agberi, Niger, July 1901 (Dr. Ansorge). 

Smaller than, and of quite a different colour from, li. curvUlned \Varr.. the 
markings less exjiressed. 


Family EPIPLEMIDA E. 

5. Dirades augulifera s]x nov. 

<^. Forewbufs: dingy olive grey, suffused and slightly dusted with darker; 
markings all very much ob.scured; a darker central fascia, of which the inner edge 
i.s much inhent in cell and marked with a dark blotch ; the outer edge angled at 
vein G, inbent beyond cell, then outcurved, and marked with black on inner margin; 
this fascia beyond the cell and on submedian fold is followed by pale oclireous 
lilotches; its middle is connected with the hindmargin by a dull cloud, through 
which an interrujJed submargiiial baud passes; while nearer still to the margin and 
parallel to it is a dark line, beyond which the a])ex is dull chestnut-brown, and the 
anal angle blackish ; fringe dark fuscous. 

llindwinfjs: with the central fascia curved, indistinctly edged, with a blunt 
angle below median, followed by a jialer band, beyond which the margin towards 
apex is dee]) brown, becoming paler and more oclireous towards anal angle; a black 
spot below lower tooth ; fringe brown above middle, ochreous below. 

In the ? the outer edge of fascia ol himlwiiig is very strongly angled on vein 2, 
edged thickly with deep velvety black, and followed first by a ])ale and then a daik 
line, the inner edge also lined with black. 

Underside dull ciuerous olive in forewings of cf, the hindwings slightly jialer; 
in the ? the underside is paler, and more freckled with dark, but none of the 9 9 
are in good condition, and when fresh may jiossibly resemble the c?cf more closely. 
Head, thorax, and abdomen concolorous with wings; vertex white; face and pal]>i 
black. 

Kx])anse of wings : A 20 mm.; ? 20—30 mm. 

One S ])erfect, one 9 worn, dated January 1901 ; three ? ? much worn, dated 
March 1901 (Doherty); all from the Ksearpment, British Fast Africa.* hi the S the 
teeth at veins 4 and 7 are more cons])icuoiis than in the ? ?, ami there is also a 
smaller tooth at vein G. The strong black angulated line in the hiiulwiiigs ol the 9 
and the brown apices will readily distinguish the insect.

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i). Epiplema carba sji. nov. 

Fortwivf/s: <1ppi) jiurplish grey witli a bivjwii tint, paler grey to\var(l:> base; 
first line at one-tlnrd, black, inwanlly pale-edgod, running outwards and Ibnning a 
projecting tootli on median vein and anotlior on the submedian fold; outer line from 
middle of costa, ^trongly curved outwartls to vein 4, then incurved to fotir-liftbs of 
inner margin, Idack, closely followed by a fin(‘ Idack line, and marked with triangular 
white s]»ots on veins above inner margin, ]>receded liy a broad jjurple-brown shade; 
an obli(piely curved blackish brown irregularly t*dged streak from a])ex to vein 4 ; 
friugt* dark fuscous, with j)ale basal line and pale apices. 

/I hiflivinfjfi: the inner line clouded with black, the outer oclireoiis. forming an 
angle on vein 4, edged on each side with black, very deeply on inner marginal half 
on the inside; a dark siibmarginal cloud angled like the outer line; a Idack spot at 
margin ludow lower tootli; fringe as in forewiugs. 

Tuderside brownish grey, freckled with darker, mixed with wliitisli towards base 
of hindwings. Vertex, thorax, and abdomen like wings; face and palpi blackish. 

Expanse of wings : mm. 

One 6 from the Escarjiment. Eritish East Africa, February 1901 (Dolierty). 

Forewings with liindmargin tootlied sliglitly at veins 0, 4, and 2; hindwings 
tailed at 4 and 7 ; antennae (of J) with long elavate teeth ; both inner margin of 
forewings and costa of hindwing.s sinuate. 

In outline ol wings, and also somewhat in the markings, resemlding F. nefjro 
Wan*, from Nandi. 


7. Epiplema nymphaeata sp. nov. 

Foreu'inrjs: white, with sjiarse brown-blaek speckling; costa with short brown 
striae; the two line.s formed of Iwown specks, hut slightly expressed, excejit on costa 
and at inner margin; first from one-third of costa to two-fifths of inner margin, 
strongly bent out at middle to end of cell, and touching there a brown vertical 
cell-dash; outer line from three-fifths of costa to three-fiftlis of inner margin. ln*nt 
outwards at vein G; the intervening space more thickly striated than the rest of 
wing, especially on inmu' margin ; five brown or black spots in a sliglit eurv(^ from 
apex to vein 11; margin also lu’tmn from apex to vein ; fringe white, with I hick 
brown-black central line and ajiical shad(‘, tlirice interrupted. 

Ilivdiviiujs: with traces of antemedian, ])ostmedian, and submarginal liiu's; 
the antemedian .shown by a black spot on subinediaii fold; tlie po.stmedian by a 
curved black streak on the same fold ; the siibmarginal by very delicate lines towards 
costa and inner margin ; marginal line excessively fine, ])receded by a black dot 
below each todth; a small Idack cell-dot. 

Undm’side of fiirewings white, suffused with brown throimliout basal half, mottled

with brown in the a}»ical ; marginal line and fringe as above; hindwing.s white, with a 
few brown specks. Head, tliorax, and abdomen white ; fact' and palpi black ; aiitcninu^ 
brown, lamellate. 

Expanse of wing.s; 18 mm. 

A large number from th(‘ Escarpment, Hritish East Africa, .hinuary — April 1901 
(Doherty). 

4'he markings are extremely fugitive, and in very few cases are they all €a]>p'.irent 
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as liore given; often tlie discal spot and suhapical dots alone remain, and soinelimes 
the whole of both wings apj)ecirs devoid of markings. Tiie ? is always less marked 
than the c?. The species is evidently related to K. nhjro<lor{<(if(f Warr. from Angola. 

8. Epiplema perpiilchra sp. nov. 

(J. Fiwe'ivimfs: with basal and marginal areas smooth pearl-grey; central area 
tlesh-eoloured ochreous; the lines separating the colours bright deep chestn\it ; tlie 
iirst at one-tliird, >erticah bracket-shaped; the outer from beyoixl middle of costa 
outeurved to midwing, there rounded, and incurved to foiir-fifths of inm^ margin; 
the inner line is preceded, and the outer jollowed, by a pale lustrous grey line; 
the codal area of middle field is pearl-grey, like the basal and marginal areas; a 
lobe<l chestnut mark before middle of hiiidmargin ; fringe pearl-grev. glossv. 

JI indicin(/s: with the central fascia nari'ower, bluntly rounded below; the basal 
and inner marginal areas pale and glossy, the marginal more or less overrun with 
ferruginous; two dark marginal chestnut liinules between the teeth, and a bright 
chestnut dot below low'er tootli, preeeded by some lustrous pearl-grey scales. 

Tiiderside of forewings dove-grey, towards the base brown, as if Inirnt ; of liind- 
wings white; fringes dark giey. Head, thorax, aiub abdomen grey like wiiigs; face 
and i)alpi dark brown. 

? with tlie grey much paler, and the central area filled in with briek-red ; 
underside of forewings at base })iiikisli. 

Expanse of wings: cj 22 mm.; ? 30 mm.

A remarkably coloured insect. Hindmargiu of forewings entire; of liindwings 
toothed at 4 and 7; antennae with distinct clavate teetli. liindwings with inner 
margin folded and furrowed as in Dlrudes, but the nenration is that of EinplenKi, 

9. Epiplema triumbrata sp. nov. 

Forewings: chalk-white, with delicate grey striations; the costa with a few 
.short dark marks; lines very slender, brownish ; first from one-third of costa to one- 
third of inner margin, sharply angled outwards on median vein; second from nearly 
two-thirds of costa to three-fifths of inner nnirgin, hlmilly angled on vein 0, indcnte<l 
on the median vein, and forming a slight ])rojection below the indemtation; the 
included s})ace contains two oblong grey blotches, one on inner margin, the other 
above the median vein; a snhmarginal hand of irregular grey striae; a grey cloud 
at middle of hindmargiu; five black spots in a slight curve from apex to vein 3; 
marginal line brown, curving round above apex; fringe brownish, with white line at 
base and three white ])atches, below a]»ex, at middle, and at anal angle. 

liindwings: with very fine anteinedian and }iostmedian lines, the former sharply 
inangnlated, the latter twice curved, the included s})ace greyish at inner margin 
only; cell-spot black ; an irregular submarginal grey cloud; a brown marginal line, 
})receded by l)laek dots below' each tootli, lying in a pure white s})ace; fringe brown, 
with white basal line. 

l/nderside white; forewings with base of costa and cell brown; tlie thick outer 
line, all the veins, and the marginal cloud and fringes brown ; liindwings with a black 
dot at each eml of discoeellular, the two black marginal dots and fine l>rowii ]>osf- 
inedian line. Head, tliorax, and abdomen wliite, the last grey-tinged ; face and 
palpi blackish above, white below.

Forewiiifjs: short and broad; eosta arcdied at base, convex before apex; hind- 
margin excised between veins 7 and 4, tlum oblique and straiglit ; anal angle 
w'ell marked ; inner margin straight. 

U uuhvlvfjs: with costa entire; bindmargin in 9 toothed at vein.s 4, 0, 7, 
curved from 4 to anal angle; in blunt toot lied at 7, curved below; inner margin 
in 6 with a furrow and fold containing pencil of hair, as in Dmtdefi. 

Antennae in both sexes snbservate, pubescent ; ]»alpi ]»orrect, short ; tongue ami 
frenulum pre.sent. 

Xeuration as in Epiplevvt, but 10 stalked with 8, 9; in hindwings the radial is 
from above the middle of disco?ellular, and vein 2 from near base. 

Tvj)e: Heterojjleina depemleiis sp. nov. 

10. Heteroplema dependens sp. nov. 

Foreivi'iujs: dull brownisli grey or purjdish giey, freckled with darker; a 
central darker band, sometimes edged with ferruginous or ochreous; the inner edge 
indented or incurved at middle, the outer slightly angled at veins 0 and 4 ; a dark 
cre.scent-shaped blotch on hindinargin from vein 7 to edge bilobed above, 

purplish black, or dark brown, or ferruginous; fringe pale, chequered with brown 
above and below the excision. There are sometimes traces of a dark submarginal 
cloud. 

liiitdivlnfjs: with the central band jiear-shaped, the outer edge Fi-om middle of 
costa to vein 4, behnv which the markings are effaced, in the J ; curved ronud into 
hindinargin above anal angle in the ? ; a dark lunular marginal line before the 
teeth in the ? ; fringe dark grey. 

Tuderside cinereous, decked witli darker. Face and palpi black; verte.x. thorax, 
and abdomen concolorous with wings. 

Kxjianse of wings; S mm.; ? b2—oh mni.

Family GEOMETRIDAE. 

SuHFAMiLY FSEUDOTFKFNINAE. 

11. Pingasa decristata sj). nov. 

Forewhifjs: white, thickly covered with j)ale yellow’-gre(m scales, tliiekened and 
becoming grey-green along eosta; the usual inner line and the linear cell-mark 
deeper green, indistinctly marked; outer line blackish giH^en, the teeth reddish; pah‘ 
snbmarginal line v(‘ry faint; the space betwt'en it and tlie outer lin(‘ varied with 
reddisli scales; fringe whitish; tln‘ marginal dots greenish, but veiy indistinct. 

Ifimiwhu/s: wdtli the hair tufts pale; the reddish tints on outer line and the 
space beyond move coiispieiions. 
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I lulerside of both wings suifused with vellow from huso to the subniargimd 
black band, which is ))road and uidirokeu ; its inner edge nearly straight in forewings, 
quite straight in hindw'ings; the outer edge lunulale dentab*, having an irregular 
narrow white margin before the white fringes, except Iieyond cell of forewings; 
cell-mark of forewings thick, black ; of hiiKhvings only dee])er yellow. Palpi whitish, 
tinged above with greenish or rufous; face ])ale below^, with a reddish brown i)ar 
above; head, thorax, and abdomen ])ale green mixed with whitish scales; antennae 
ochraeeous; alKlomen without erect crests. 

Expanse of wings: 39 mm.

12. Agraptochlora difFerens sp. nov. 

Foretviiujs: bright green; the costa finely lirown in outer half of wing; cell- 
spot brown; white marginal dots at ends of veins; fringe reddish In-own, with a 
slightly ]>aler basal line, and deeper brown beyond the veins; a small wdiite spot on 
middle of inner margin. 

Ilhubvlnf/s: similar, without the spot on inner margin. 

Underside pale green, slightly red<lish tinged; base of furewing at costa dis¬ 
coloured with smoky fuscous. Face greenish; vertex wdiite; pal])i and hn'elegs 
reddish tinged. Thorax and abdomen ochreous, but probalily faded from green. 

Expanse of wings: 32 mm. 

One (S from the Escarpment, British Ea>t Africa, tlctober—Xtivember 190t) 
(type); one ?, dated Jannary 1901 (Doherty). 

The cf agrees well witli the other species of the gpnu>, having tlie short ]>aljn 
and rounded hindwings; the ?, on the contrary, lias very long palpi, an<l the hind- 
wings distinctly angled in middle, hut beyond being somewhat duller green than the 
J, there is no other visible difference; 1 am not, how’ever, satisfied that they are 
sexes of one species. 


13. Autharmostes iuteralbicans sp. nov. 

Forewiuffs: dee]) green; costa oclireous with brown speckles; no cell-spot; 
marginal line chalk-white, swollen on the veins, preceded by a brown line; fringe 
brown-grey, deeper brown along })ase. 

nindwinfjs: the same. 

Underside shining whitish green ; fringe and an irregular inaiginal line l)rown. 
Head ainl palj)! hlaek-browm, tlic latter pale beneath; vertex, thora.x, and abdomen 
green ; fillet and antennal shaft ])ale ochreous; tlie i)ectinations brown. 

Exjjan.se of wdngs : 34 mm. 

One c? from Vakusu, Upper Congo, ^lay 1900 (Iv. Smith). 

14. Comostola stillaria- 

Femorht stilhivin Feld., Reifie Nov, PI. 127. fig. 17, c?. 

Eucrosies ntbristicfa Warr., X^ov. /ooL. VI. ]>. 23. 

In describing riibristicta, misled by its apparent re.->einlilance to the species of 
Eacrodes, 1 referred it to that genus, and so failed to recognise its identity with 
Felder’s species, which belongs to Oo)nos(ol<i: 
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Comostolopsis gen. imv. 

This new name is proposed for a group of sinall Afriean insects, wliicli at first 
sight niiglil 1)0 taken for sjjeeies of Comosiola *Mevr., but are n*ally (juite different 
in their neurali<m. In Contosiol<( tla^ discocellular is of a ]K*cu]iar shape, l)eing 
vertical above and below, and horizontal in the middle, the cell therefore b(‘ing longer 
at the bottom than at the toj); in the Afriean species the discocellular is of the 
usual sha]»e, vertical in the up])er third, then concave and oblique; in ComoHiobi 
(as also in FAicrostes^ to which these African forms might otherwise be referred) veins 
3 and 4 of the forewings rise clo>e together from end of cell ; in Coinostolopsia they 
are stalked. Pal])i slender, porreet, much longer in ? than S ; liindtibiae with 
four spurs. Frenulum present, but exceedingly fine. 

Type: Contosioloiisis simplex s]i. nov. 

15. Comostolopsis coeriilea sp. nov. 

Like C. simplex, hut the wings narrower, and pale blue in>lead of green; 
otherwise not differing, exeejit in being slightly smaller.

I'ace and tips of pal]>i 
reddibh ; vertex ])ale; thorax and abdomen green.

Fin'etrimjs: with basal twu-tliirds de(*p green, marginal area whitish; the gr(M*n 
area edged by a dark fuseons line from costa at four-fifths, forming a hi(h*iitat<* 
projection on veins d and 7. anotlier on veins 3 and 4, and an angle on vein 1 ; tlx* 
marginal area witii a dull rufous cloud along its middle, sj)eekled with black; eo.**tal 
area broadly rufous, thickly speckled with black; a marginal line of shallow l)lack 
lunules, except between veins 3 and 4 ; fringe ])ale rufous.

costa to three-fifths of inner margin, sinnons, out curved from subcostal to vein 2, 
incurved in submedian interval, followed by a similar, less distinct, brownish line; 
space beyond darkening outwards to the submarginal line, which is irregnlarly edged, 
and slightly angled at veins 5 and 3; inaiginal area white, interrii))ted at vein 5 
and between veins 2 and 3, .so as to form three white ]»atclies, one square at ajiex, a 
smaller one at middle, and a streak at anal angle beyond the snbmarginal line; dark 
marginal spots between the veins, connected by a black line; fringe olive-brown. 

Ilindxvinfjs: white with an oebreous tinge and s}farsely fuscous-.^peckled; a 
dark smoky gi*ey cell-spot, a blotch on inner maigin indicating the commencement 
of a po.stinedian line, and a grey submarginal line, indicated by three blotches at 
apex, beyond cell, and at anal angle.

84. Scotopterix emunctaria. 

Boa nil in nna nctoria (ruen. Phal. i. j). 244 ?. 

This sjiecies, descrilicd liy (iueneV from a single ? in poor condition, ap)H*ars to 
vary much in the same way as S. vcrbicolur^ described l)elow. Among tlie. insects 
collected by W. Doherty at the same time and jdace as S, versicolor are twelv(' 
examples of the ]n*esent sjiecies (7 6 6,0 ??). of which the majority tally well with 
Giienee’s descri])tion, except in being somewhat larger. t)ne 6 and one ? have the 
central area very much ]ialer. this being in the 6 satiny grey with the edge whitish, 
and in the ? dead white with the costa and median veins marked with greenish 
scales. The species is distinguished from versicolor by the paler hindwings, with 
a round dull cell-spot, and by the course of the outer line of the forewings; this is 
curved inwards from v(4n 5 to 1, whereas in versicolor it runs parallel to hiinlmargin 
and only <‘urves inwards in the subinediaii interspace. 4 he markings are generally 
(dearer in the 6 than in the ?. * 

So. Scotopterix iuterposita ^p. nov. 

Intermediate in some respects between S. ctnaactaria (nieii. and >S^. versicolor 
sp. nov., smaller than either and more strongly suft'used with green. 

Farea^iiu/s: with the basal line, limiting the basal area, nearer the base, and 
the outer line nearer the hindinargin ; this latter shaped as in versicolcn\ not incurved 
as in cmnnckirla. the median shade strongly marked, biangulate beyond the ocelloi<] 
cell-spot; the dark shade between (niter and snbmarginal line as d('ci<led as in 
emuvchrrift. but not so r(-gular, and more sharply dentati^ joined to hindinargin by 
a dark t imid lietween veins o and h. above which the ajiex of the wing is ])ahM\ 

IIiudu'iiujs: darker than in vinnnctaria, more spt*ckhMl with grtyv, but imi 
lirown as in versicolor, with the three lines well marked as in this latter sptndes; 
the cell-spot small and obscure. 

Underside whitish ochreons, speckled with fuscous; forewings with a broadisli 
black submarginal band, slightly angle<l beyond cell (in cnmnctarla it is always 
straight throughout): hindwings with the band almo>t obsolete. lle«ad, thorax, and 
abdomen greenish cinereous.

In strongly striated examj^les the me«lian space is c<dourpd much like the rest of 
the wing; in others it is red-l>rown externally and wliitish internally, or white 
powdered with green or red, and in one $ pure white with the ocelloid cell-spot 
velvety black; the outer line is in some cases preceded by white scales on inner 
margin, and the marginal black spots by s))ots of white; in one ? the two lines are 
united by a black bar along the submedian fold. 

Hindwimjs: not variable, brownish with darker striations and three dark lines; 
a straight antemedian, touching the dark cell-s])ot. a curved liinuhite-dentate ]tost- 
median, sometimes followed by a diffuse shade, and a dark submarginal cloudy line. 

Underside ochreous, dapj)led with fuscous, generally suffused with darker in 
forewings; cell-sjjots and a narrow submarginal fascia, dark. llea<l, thorax, an<l 
abdomen concolorous with wings; antennal shaft black, spotted with white.

Eleven 66^ three ??, from the Escarpment, British East Africa, January —

A very variable .species, larger than emiuictffrui tiuen., from whicli it may bf 
distinguished by the brownish tint of hindwings, and the much wider central area. 
In both sjjecies the antennae of the J are subsen-ate, ciliate. 

The extreme form with white central fascia may be separated as ah. (dhltnejUa\ 
and tho.se devoid of striae, but with lines thickened and velvety black, as ah. fiyuivla ; 
of these there were three exam])les, 2 cJJ, 1 ?, the latter having the lines joined 
by the bar.

]ii)nhrl'H(p: witli central and sidmiarginal dark belts; cell-spot <listinct. 

Ihiderside ]>aler, more tinged with yellow, with more distinct striatioiis, and 
traces of darker belts. Head, thorax, and abdomen brown. 

bhx])arise of wings ; 25 mm. 

One cj from A'akusn, U])per Congo, Abiy 1900 (K. Smith). 

In this species tlie costa of forewings is curved throughout; the apex blunt; 
hindmargin sinqily obli(jue, not curved, nor emargiuate. below a])cx. 

89. Gubaria contaminata s]). nov. 

Forpfrliujs: dirty whitish, in the ? smeared and s]K‘ckled with fm^cous, in the 
S wholly surt’uMMl with that colour; inner and outer lines <lisfinct, tine; tin' inner 
bent below co.da, tlien vertical; the outer, at two-thirds, ohli<]ne outwards, angled 
above vein (i, tliim nearly straight to two-tbirds of inner margin; me<lian sliadt* 
cloinly ainl irregular, slightly curved «>utwards above and touching tlie blackish 
cell-spot; sul)marginal line indistinct, indicated by a blackisli spot beyond angle of 
outer line and another between veins 3 and 4; on the hindmargin traces of a curved 
(lark shade from below a]>ex to anal angle, the curve touebiug the black spcjt between 
veins 3 and 1 ; fringe fuscous with ]taler base. 

Jlindiviiffjs : jtaler towards costa, without basal lim*, and the submargiiial shade 
more plainly marked. 

I'nderside in ? whitish, sjteekh^d and tinted with yellowish Im)wn, wholly 
suffused witli brownish in the <S ; the lines all slmwii ; in the ? the marginal space, 
e.qieeially in hindwings, and the cell and submedian int(U'Val are whitish ; in the 
forewings of the J these wliitish markings are curtailed and a])pear as s])ots only, 
the one above vein r> always well marked and white; fringes brown.

Kx])anse of wings: 38 mm.—42 mm. 

The hindmargin of forewings is generally sliglitly but irregularly incurved h(4ow 
apex ; of hindwings with a slight blunt angle at middle and faiutl}’ crenulate on 
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either side. Anteniitae of J very shortly ciliate. The fovea is represented l)y a 
thickening of the wing membrane, covered by a tuft of scales beneath, as .strong in 
tlie ? as in the In appearance the insect bears most resemldance to (7. inchoata 
Wlk. and G. suhalhitaria Swinh., l}oth Indian species. 


90. Osteodes exumbrata Wlk. 

This s])ecies, described by Walker in ^’ol. XXVI. p. 1680, has been sunk to 
(lUeneeV procidain^ but ap]>ears really to be a good and distinct species. Among 
the insects sent from the Escarpment, Eritisli East Africa, by Doherty, are thirty-six 
examples of both sexes, showing no variation whatever. They are entirely devoid 
of anv yellow or red coloration beneath, such as occurs in both of (Tuenees species 
procldatd and Inrbidenkfta ; on the u])]»er side there is no trace of discal spot in 
either wing; below both wings are suftdised and thickly sprinkled with brownish 
grey, with a pale unspeckled i)Ostmedian band, followed by a blackish shade, darker 
in forewings, which jiales ofY to the hindmargin ; the cell-spots here are distinct; 
hut there is no trace whatever of a pale, whitish or yellow, longitudinal streak 
through the cell to hindmargin, which is a prominent feature of Guenee’s two 
species. It is possible that Guenee had this s))ecies mixed up with the others, as 
he s})eaks of the underside, varying greatly, and adds that, mainly in the ? $, the 
longitudinal streak is in some cases obsolete. In exiunbratu the pale apical streak 
is very ])roniinent both above and ])elow. 

91. Petrodava albosignata V'lk. 

d’lie comjuarison of a good series (11 cj •> ? ?) of this species fnjm the 
Escar])ment, Dritish East Africa, ])roves it to be at once very variable and handsome. 
Idiere appear to be two forms : one olive-green below, sometimes mixed witli 
yellowish, the other much sutVused below with chestnut-brown, the basal s]>ace 
always remaining slightly greenish tinged. On the u])perside there is not so much 
difference, though tlie brown sutl'usioii makes the n])per surface of those insects in 
which it occurs much darker, in some eases purplish lirown with a violet tinge, 
obliterating most of the markings; in all cases between the median shade and outer 
line there is a fascia paler than the rest of the wing, varying in intensity and colour 
according to the extent of suffusion ; tlie outer line is always followed by an irregular 
(lark shade, forming a conspicuous costal blotch, and the fringe from apex to vein 5, 
excejit at the extreme apex, is always white in the green forms, ])ale reddish in 
the browner specimens; but the forms run into each other; the white spotting of 
the jialpi and legs noticed by ^\7ilker is generally observable. 

92. Petrodava latimargo sp. nov. 

Foveiviiifjs: dull ochreous-yellow, covered with red-brown and fuscous .Mriae, 
which form by coalescence three dark bands; the first narrow and curved, at 
one-fourth; the second, wider and more diffuse, median; the third is limited 
inwardly by a more distinct dark line at two-thirds, parallel to hindmargin, but 
with a tooth basewards on vein 4 ; beyond the third band the margin again is paler ; 
fringe dark brown ; cell-spot obscure. 

Ilindtvinfjs: with two bands only; tlie outer with a dark subai)ical sjiot. 

Enderside bright yellow' with regular fuscous striae; the bands reddish che.stnut ; 
basal baud wanting ; second, beyond the jdain black cell-spot, entire, pale red; the 
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outer band deep chestnut, the inner edge blacki>h and distinct, tlie outer difl'iiMdv 
dentate; marginal reddish clouds at apex, bevond cell, and at anal angle; fringe 
red-brown, beneath apex yello\Y. Head, thorax, and abdomen dull yellow, witli 
darker striae,

Distinguished by the broader dark margin, the outer line being at two-thirds 
instead of at three-fourths, and dent at ed at middle, 1 have also seen ? ? from 
Warri and ^lainba, exactly agreeing with the type. 


93. Tephrinopsis trinotata sp. nov. 

, Foretri (if/s: ochreous-gre}’, finely speckled with darker; base of wing darker 
grey ; costa tinely striated with fuscous, and with three elongated costal s})ots, at 
one-fourtli, one-half, and two-thirds, indicating the. origin of cross lines; hindmarginal 
area rather darker, with a slight marginal line; fringe concolorons, with a broad 
darker line near base ; cell-spot faint. 

IUndivhuja: with traces of cell-s]»ots and two transverse lines, anteinedian and 
post median. 

Underside with brown-black speckling, of the hindwings with brown suft'u>ion ; the 
lines ]>lainer, diffuse and blackish. Head and thorax gr^^y; abdomen dull clay-yellow. 

?. Paler, more ochreons ; the lines all distinct, bent below co.sta, then oblapie 
an<l juirallel ; an additional subinarginal costal spot, and a marginal sha<le below apex. 

Expanse of wings: 28 mm. 

Three d'e^jOne ?, from the Escarpment, Hritish East Africa, January—IMarch 
1901 (Doherty). 

The hindinargin of hindwings is minutely toothed at vein 4, and shallowly 
exci.sed beyond cell; in the forewings the hindinargin is slightly indented between 
veins 7 and 4. These j»oints are mor<' visible in the ?, which also has tlie aj)ex of 
forewing more prominent. Antennae of d subserrate, with rather strong ciliations; 
the fovea of forewings distinct. All the three dd are worn, and perhaps, when 
fresh, were as plainly marked as the ? ?.

at two-thirds; second a little before third; radials normal; 7, 8, stalked from the 
bend; 9, 10, 11 stalked, approximated only to 12 near origin, 9 anastomosing with 8 : 
hindwings, costal anastomosing with subcostal for one-half of cell j 7 and 3 from 
before angles of cell. 

Type: Aethiopodes iiidecomrla AVlk. {Azelnm), 
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Eulasia gen. no\'. 

Foreiviiifjs: with costa arched at base, then straight to a])ex, wliicli is rectangular; 
hindrnargin strongly gibbous; anal angle hardly marked. 

Ilhidwhi(/s: with hinclinargin slightly bent at vein 4; both angles rounded. 

Antennae, of c? jdiimose to the ti])s; thorax, face, and pectus hairy; palpi 
jjorreet, second joint hairy; frenulum present; tongue slight ; anal sheaths largely 
develoi)ed. 

Neuration: forewings, cell three-fifths of wing; discocelliilar vertical, the lower 
part concave; first median nervule just beyond middle; second well before third; 
lower radial from above middle of discocellular, ui)i)er from upjier angle of cell; 
vein 9 missing (? coincident with 8), 7, 8, stalked ; 10, 11 stalked, 10 soon anastomosing 
with 7, 8; hindwings, with costal and subcostal anastomosing for one-third of cell; 
veins 7 and 3 before angles of cell. 

Type: Eulasia villaria bVld. 

Allied to Aethiopodes by the neuration of hindwing and hairy clothing of body; 
(listinguishetl by the missing vein and the smooth hindmargins of wings. 

Mesocoela gen. uov. 

Farcwltajs: costa sinuous, very strongly shouldered at base, concave beyond 
middle, convex and bent upwards before a])ex, which is depressed ; hindrnargin much 
as in Plujllodonia \Varr. from 8. America, the upper half sinuous, forming at middle 
a similar blunt tooth to thal at a})ex, with a semicircular excision inside it, thence 
curved convexly to anal angle, which i.s rounded otT. 

Jlmdwimjs: similar, but the a])ex rounded; anal angle rectangular. 

Talpi ])orrect, long; second joint rough-scaled beneath, the third bent down¬ 
ward and pointed; forehead somewhat tufted; antennae (?) simple ; abdomen short 
and stout. 

Neuration: forewings, cell half as long as wing; discocellular vertical, concave;

iVIost like the genus Avtophylla Warr., Nov. Zool. 1. p. 451, formed for a 
species (two ? 5) said to be from ‘‘either Australia or S. America,” but which 1 
strongly susi>ect to be African. 

94. Mesocoela obscura sp. nov. 

Foreu'infjs: dull mouse-colour, with darker s]ieckling and striations; lines 
fuscous; first .somewhat cloudy, from middle of the liasal shoulder curved to one-third 
of inner margin ; median shade from before middle of costa, strongly out curved 
round the eell-s])ot, to middle of inner margin; outer line from tliree-fourths of 
costa, starting from an oblique black streak outwardly edged with whitish scales, 
acutely angled on vein 7 below apex, thence straight to beyond two-thirds of inner 
margin; traces of an indistinct submarginal shade; fringe concolorous; cell-spot 
black. 

Ilindwinijs: with large, round, cloudy black cell-spot, curved post median line, 
and dark submarginal shade, the two a[)]>roximated on inner margin.

The ob!i<iue line is straight, not concave externally, as in I\ i<n'stsjtlna ; its 
snbapical angle is small and blunt, not acute; the outer margin of Ibrewings is 
Imiged, not straight ; and the colour ditTers entirely. 


1)7. Psilocerea uigrocumulata sp. nov. 

FovPivinf/fc reddish fawn-colour, tinged with ])ale brown to outer line, and 
s])arsely s])eckled with black; the markings exactly as in P. tursisj)!na, but tlie 
outer line is double \vith a ]>aler central tlnead ; the l^asal line, which is marked on 
t he costa by a small grey spot, is nearer tlie outer line on inner margin, and indicated 
there by a slight cluster of black specks; beyond the outer line the cour.se of the 
subterminal line is .shown by black .scales, forming blotches in the submedian inter¬ 
space, between veins 3 and 4, and on both sides of vein b; fringe deeper fawn, w ith 
minute specks of white scales at end of veins; cell-s]K)t black, distinct. 

Jlindwinfjs: with the subinarginal blotches slight; a minute white spot on the 
line at the origin of veins 3, 4. 

rnderside much [)aler, flesh-colour Sjieckled with black. Head and tln>rax 
flesh-coloiu’; abdomen [)aler, wliitish on anal segments, second .segment with a brown 
and black jjatch on dorsum. 

Expanse of wings : 44 mm. 

One ? from the Escarpment, Eriti.sh East Africa, iMarch 1901 (W. Doherty). 

Taken in the same locality as the s])ecimens of P. titrshinaa recorded below', 
but at a different season. It is therefore (|uite ])ossible, es]>ecially considering the 
variability of African insects generally, that this may be the ? of another brood of 
P. tarsispina. A single S from Yakusn, r])[)er Congo River, which I have hitherto 
doubtfully referred to P. tarsispina, also shows dark spots in the subinarginal field 
and a darker tinge in the basal area of both wings; this s])ecimen w’as taken in July, 
and is probably referable to the present form. 


98. Psilocerea pulverosa Warr. 

The ? of this s])ecies must be rare. V]) (u the present 1 had .seen seventeen 
examples of the species, all of which, except one, were Jcf. Now', out of thirty-five 
exani])les collected by Doherty at the hlscarpiiient, in Rritish Kast Africa, only one 
is a ?. This differs neither in markings nor colour from the deeper-tinted 6 6 ; 
but the apical angle and that at middle of liindmargin are slightly more acute and 
prominent. The antennae are sim])le, filiform.

This insect was described IVoni a single ^ IVoin liritisii East Africa (Xov. 
ZooL. A'lll. ]). 215). That sex does not, as far as 1 have .seen, ap])ear to vary; 
tliree exain])]e.s from near the same locality, sent by Doherty, agree exactly with the 
ty])e; with them was a single ?, which differs slightly, as follows. Apex of fonwving 
produced, falcate; liindmargin excised below, and bluntly clhowtMl at middle. Doth 
wings more sufl'used with flesh-colour, especially along the hindmargiiis and the 
fringes; tla^ colonring more uniform, owing to tlu* absence of dark speckles, which 
are restricted to the hindmargiiis, and there occur but sparsely; the (niter line and 
the ajiical markings stronger. Deiieath th(U’(‘ is litth* difterence. The antenmn* an* 
simple. 

h'xpause of wings : 40 mm. 

The four specimens were taken at the h'searpment, Dritish East Africa, from 
September to November 1900, at an elevation of between 0500 and 9000 ft. 

100 . Psilocerea tixmida s]». nov. 

Forewiiujs: ulive-fawn-colonr, browner with a slight violet glo.ss along hind- 
margins, and thickly speckled with fuscous and black; markings like those i)f 
l(irsiSjdna, ihe ovtier line edged externally with pale; area immediately beyond it 
jialer, with traces of olive triangular jiatches touching outer line. 

llindwinijs: without first line; fringes as in forewing.s, chocolate-brown. 

Ihiderside paler, densely speckled, especially in hind wings. Head, thora.x, and 
abdomen pale fawn-colour; vertex the same, not white as iii tursispina always. 

Expanse of wings : 4G mm. 

One ? from the Escarjunent, British East Africa, iMarch 1901 (W. Doherty). 

The same remark a]>])lies here as in the case of P. mfjroonnulata. Notwith¬ 
standing the vast difference in ground-colour between them both and tarsispiud. 
thev may ]u*ove to be seasonal forms. Tinniday however, (lifters in two other ]u)ints 
besides coloration : the hindmargin of forewings, instead of being bluntly elbowed 
at middle, forms there a large tumid projection ; and tlu* vertex of head is concolorous 
with tlic fac(% not white. No <S S of either of the darkm- forms appear to have 
been taken.

6. Fovewinfjs: dull greyisli fawu-eolour, finely hlack-sj)eckled; all the veins in 
the marginal area generally finely paler; first line obscurely darker, from one-fourth 
of costa to one-third inner margin, sinuous, marked with black dots on veins; outer 
line from three-fourths of costa to two-thirds of inner margin, straiglit; in some 
eases fine, dark, and indistinct; in others double and marked by pale dots on veins; 
in one case uninterruptedly whitish, witli a liiu' dark inner edge; eell-s[)ot blaek; 
fringe eoncolorons. 

Ilind'wiiKjs: with only the jx^stmedian liiu' and cell-spot. 

Underside (juite pale ochri^oiis with fnscons dusting; cell-spots distinct; outer 
line indicated more or less plainly. Face and palj>i brownish; fillet whitisii; thorax 
and abdomen like wings; shaft of antennae wliitt*; peetillations dark; abdomen 
below* and at sides, and the legs pale ochn*ons. 
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Wings In’oad and short ; apex blunt ; a very slight,, scarcely ])erce])tible, l)end at 
Vein 4 (in one example entirely absentj, and the hindinargin (*venly curved. 

?. Pale oelireous, with darker dusting; markings as in .and in addition the 
commencement on costa before apex of a bnnv]! submarginal shade. Poth wings 
naiTow’er; forewdngs with a])ex acute, the hindinargin below it concave. 

Kx])anse of wings ; cJ 36—44 mm.; ? 40 mm. 

►Six cf c?, one ?, from the Escarpment,* British East Africa, Eebruary and March 
1901 (W. Doherty). 

The single ? is worn, and was ])robably darker when fresh. The s])ecies differs 
somewhat from others of the genus in the wing-shape, and in tiie forewings vein 10 
always anastomoses more or less strongly with 11. 


Syndetodes gen. nov. 

FoveiviiKjs: costa straight from base to near middle, then strongly convex and 
with a slight shoulder at middle as in ^Sphinijornhud Warr.; apex ])roduced, blunt; 
hindinargin slightly concave, anal angle well marked. 

IlmdiviiKjs: triangular; hindmargiu straight, both angles rounded off, the anal 
angle ]n’ominent. 

Antennae of S short and stout, bi])ectinate, the ])ectinations decreasing to the 
ti]); jialpi j^orrect, short and thick, closely scaled, the terminal joint small, droo])ing; 
tongue invisible; frenulum strong; legs short and stout; hindtibiae thickened 
towards end, with four clo.sely approximate sjmrs. 

Neuraiion: forewiugs, cell half as long as wing; discocellular vertical, angled 
outwards above, inwards below; first median at quite two-thirds, second close before 
third; lower r.adial from the up])er angle of discocellular, therefore above the middle, 
upper radial wantiug (? coincident with 6 or 7); 7, 8 stalked from end of cell. 
7 given off at one-foui’th; 9, 10, 11 coincident, strongly anastomosing with 12, 
9 ultimately anastomosing with 8 shortly before apex : hindwings, costal approximated 
to subcostal at middle of cell, 7, 8 from upper end of cell; no radial ; first median 
nervule at five-sixths, second and third from lower end of cell. 

Type; Syndetodes ser/mentaia s]). nov. 

Distinguished from Sjdunyornitn((, to which it is evidently allied, by the simple 
hindinargin of forewiugs, and by the very different neuration. 


102 . Syndetodes segmeutata sp. nov. 

Forewings: rich olive-brown throughout basal two-thirds, firwm-colour beyond; 
the costal edge also ])ale fawn-colour, with minute dark brown sjiecklos; the lines 
dark brown; first from one-fourth of costa to one-third of inner margin, vertical but 
zigzag; second from just before ajiex to before two-thirds of inner margin, bent just 
below costa, then curved nearly i)arallcl to hindinargin, slightly crenulate at th<" 
veins; cell-spot dark brown, large and round ; fringe brown. 

Jlindivings: costal area pal(‘ and glossy; an outer dark line concave towards 
margin from two-lhirds of costa to anal angle; the area within it olive-brown, oiitsich* 
])ale jiinkish fawn-coltjur; cell-spot blackish brown with a minute ])ale centre; inner 
margin ])ale fawn-colour. 


Kiknyu Kscarpmcnf, east of the Itavine, in tin's ami all j)recetlJng casvs. 
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rndersidr oHve-fulvons in foivwings, yellow in hindwings, with rufous striae; 
the outer lines and eell-sj)ots dark brown and di>tinet ; forewings with inner line 
and an ohseure middle line towards inner margin. Head, thorax, and abdomen 
olive-brown; shaft of antennae and a s))ot on head Indween (hem whiti.sli; legs and 
under.side of abdomen yellow. 

Kxpanse of wings : 42 mm. .

103. Sicyodes cambogiaria Ouen. 

Epioiie canibngiaria (luen., rhal. i. p. 98. 

Eicgodes ocellata Warn, Nov. /ool. l\b p. 260. 

Unlike as the green cj ocellata is to the yellow, brown-marked ? of cambogUnda, 
the examination of a series of 32 s])ecimens (25 6 6,7 ? ?) forbids any doubt as 
to their identity. The insects in cpie.'^tion form }>art of the collection made by tin* 
late W. Doherty in IJritish East Africa, and were all taken in the same locality in 
February and March 1901, between 6000 and 9000 ft. Of the 25 6 6 1 only 
resembles in coloration, size, and sha})e the yellow, longer-winged, and slightly 
larger cambogutrta ; agreeing with the form described by Ouenee as var. A, without 
any brown suffusion. On the other hand, of the 7 ? ? one is exactly like tyjncal 
6 ocellata, the normal coloration of the ? evidently being yellow, and of the 6 
green. Of the 6 yellow ? ? 3 agree with Guem*e’s typical form, 2, like the 
single (J, with his var. A, and 1 is intermediate, the brown suffusion being ])artial 
and interrupted. Of the 24 green 8 differ from the tyjie form in having the 
ocellus of forewiug either absent altogether or reduced to a small s])ot; while two 
are distinguished by a very different shade of green, e.xactly like that of Ellopia 
prasinaria Hub., with the cross lines dark gveen and thicker than usual, conversely 
edged externally with white. Guenee described the 6, exactly like bis typical ? 
from a specimen in the Paris Museum.
